fective October 1, provides no 
“erace’ period for purchase of 
drivers licenses, Smith said it per- 


mitted him to fix “reasonable rules 
and regulations’ and he was act- 
ing under this authority in extend- 
ing the purchasing deadline. 

Under the new law, only those 
holding 1939 licenses will be ex- 
empt from patrol examination. 
Persons must undergo a test as to 
ability and fitness. 

Capt. James F, Brawner, direc- 
tor of the examining division, said, 
however, persons could take more 
than one test, perfecting them- 
selves in qualifications in the 
meantime. 

Examinations will be divided in- 
to three parts 1. Physical; 2. 
Knowledge of road rules and signs; 
and 3. Ability to handle automo- 
bile. 

Under the new law creating the 
Department of Safety, drivers li- 
censes are automatically revoked 
upon conviction of driving’ while 
drunk, and upon the third convic- 
tion for wreckless driving. They 
can not be reinstated until the 
next licensing period, which will 
be October 1, 1941, 

The new act requires the pur- 
chase of a two-year license by all 
drivers. The license will cost 
$1.10, compared with annual 
charges heretofore of 60 cents for 
owners of automobiles and 35

VPREPARRE FOR THIS 
WINTER'S DAIRY 


AUBURN, Ala, With winter 
rapidly approaching, Alabama 
dairymen will do well to check up 
on the things necessary to insure 
economical production of milk dur- 
ing the season when dairy prod- 
ucts are in greatest demand, Here 
are a few of the things we should 
plan to do as soon as possible, ad- 
vises I*, W. Burns, extension dairy- 
man; 

1. Plant oats for winter graz- 
ing and to furnish hay or grain 
next spring. One or two acres per 
cow planted now will furnish much 
excellent grazing during the win- 
ter, 

2. Add a few acres of improved 
pasture this fall, Our goal should 
be to have from one to two acres 


of improved pasture for every 
dairy cow kept on the farm. 
3. Provide shelter for dairy 


cows this winter, By construct- 
ing a cheap shed for the cows we 
will do much to hold up produc- 
tion, and the manure saved in this 
shed, if it is well bedded, will soon 
pay for the cost of construction. 


4. Increase grain feeding as 
pastures become dry. One pound 
of grain for each 214 to 3 pounds 
of milk is sufficient if a liberal 
Supply of good hay and ensilage 
is fed, 

5. Save all heifer calves this 
fall. There is an urgent need to 


save every grade heifer calf that 
is sired by a purebred bull for 
herd replacements.

Some are exhibited in miniature 
displays, such as ‘Innocent Nell’ 
of the old melodrama who {s shown 
in an old-fashioned bedroom with a 
tiny maple dresser and cross- 
stitched sampler and rag rug, Be- 
side her is the bedroom of a mod- 
ern girl, with latest design furniture, 
including a cigarette tray and a

Plant Bureau Detectives 


Find Moles Assist Mice 
WASHINGTON.—The department 
of agriculture has organized a staff 
of animal, insect and plant disease 
detectives along the lines of the fa- 
mous justice department's agents, 

The work of the ‘‘A-men"’ is un- 
der the direction of three bureaus: 
biological survey, for animals and 
birds; entomology, for insects, and 
plant quarantine, for plant diseases. 

Grasshoppers are the ‘public ene- 
my No. 1'’ among insect pests. 

The most recent case solved by 
the bureau of biological survey was 
that of the ground mole, accused by 
gardeners with eating valuable 
bulbs. 

The bureau absolved the mole of 
actually committing any crime, but 
found he was ‘‘an accessory before 
the fact.” 

“The myriad tunnels dug by the 
mole often become runways for the 
actual criminal, the small, short- 
tailed pine mice, or, in some in- 
stances, the field or meadow mice,” 
the bureau said. 

“These rodents are the real of- 
fenders. They are vegetarians and 
eat roots and bulbs of garden plants. 
The mice may be destroyed by poi- 
son bait, but such repellents placed 
in the runway merely cause the 
mole to dig a new tunnel around it.”’ 


Patriots’ Long Locks Led 


To a Cut-on-Plait Order 


CLEMSON, S. C.—Records un- 
earthed by a student publication, 
the R. O. T. C. Messenger, reveal 
that haircuts were made compul- 
sory in the Revolutionary army to 
keep American soldiers from look- 
ing ‘‘more like wild savages"’ than 
civilized men, 

The haircut order was issued by 
Lieut. Col. Francis Marion, the 
“Swamp Fox,” at Fort Moultrie, S, 
C., January 23, 1778. It provided: 

“As long hair gathers much filth 
and takes a great deal of time and 
trouble to comb and keep clean and 
in good order, the lieutenant colonel 
recommends to every soldier to 
have his hair cut short, to reach no 
further down than the top of the shirt 
collar, and thinned upward to the 
crown of the head, the foretop short, 
with toupee, and short at the sides. 

“Those who do not have their hair 
in this mode must have it plaited 
and tied up, as they will not be al- 
lowed to appear with their hair down 
their backs and over their foreheads, 
and down their chins at the sides, 
which makes them appear more like 
wild savages than soldiers.’ 

The order also provided for ap- 
pointment of regimental barbers, 


Munitions Boom Aid to 


Japanese Slum Dwellers 

TOKYO,—Booming munition in- 
dustries are bringing prosperity and 
luxuries to Japanese previously re- 
stricted to the poverty of the slums. 

A Tokyo department store recent- 
ly received an order for two “‘extra- 
special’ easy chairs, The delivery 
truck driver was given an address 
in one of the city’s worst slum areas. 
However, the chairs were delivered 
to a munitions employee who had 
long dreamed of being able to sit in 
the same kind of chairs used by his 
boss. In Tokyo and Osaka bars and 
amusement places, munitions work- 
ers are flashing hundred yen bills 
and enjoying themselves in a man- 
ner unprecedented here, 

Meanwhile, considerable jealousy 
has been aroused among white-col- 
lar employees who are still plugging 
along on subsistence salaries while 
prices are rising sharply.

THE INFANCY OF JESUS 


LESSON THXT—Matthew 2:13.23, 

GOLDEN TEXT—And they shall call 
his name Emmanuel, which being Inter: 
preted is, God with us.—Matthew 1:23, 


Looking forward to an experience 
in life which promises to be both in- 
teresting and profitable always 
brings a glow of expectation, Some- 
thing of that spirit should pervade 
the Bible schools of our land as 
they begin a six-months study in the 
Gospel of Matthew, 

Consideration of our Lord's life 
properly starts with the story of His 
birth, but we reserve that for our 
Christmas lesson. Today we stresa 
the manner {n which the Child Je- 
sus was received into the world. 
Men then as now, were either for 
Him or against Him. God had only 
one attitude, that of loving protec- 
tion and preparation of His Son for 
His ministry. 

I, Christ in the World of Men, 

The world of today is far differ- 
ent from that of the first century, 
but the difference is all on the out- 
side. Almost breath taking have 
been the developments of modern 
civilization, but these have not 
changed the heart of man. He still 
fears and hates and fights and sins. 
His attitude toward Christ is un- 
changed. There are still only two 
classes of people in the world—those 
who have received Christ and are 
saved, and those who have rejected 
Him and are lost. 

1, Against Christ. 


How do men show their rejection 
of God's Son? Just as they did at 
His birth, by: a. Fear, Herod was 
afraid lest the coming of this one 
should result in the loss of his ill- 
gotten gains. His anger and fear 
made all Jerusalem afraid. b, In- 
difference. When the Wise Men 
asked where Christ was to be born, 
the priests and scribes knew exactly 
where to find the facts in the Holy 
Scriptures, but having done so, they 
relapsed into utter indifference. 
They had no interest in the fulfill- 
ment of the prophecy. c. Hatred. 
Herod poured out the violence of his 
heart by killing the first-born. He 
was the first of many who have raged 
against the Christ in futile anger. 
d, Sorrow. The tears of the mothers 
of Jerusalem but foreshadowed the 
weeping and wailing which charac- 
terizes Christ-rejection both in time 
and eternity. 

2. For Christ. 

Thanks be to God, there were 
those in that day who were for Christ 
and, like those who follow Him to- 
day, they showed: a. Spirituality. 
Men have marveled that the Magi 
knew of the birth of Christ. They 
must have studied the prophecies of 
the Word and been responsive to the 
teaching and moving of the Holy 
Spirit. Can we say as much for 
ourselves? b. Interest. Not content 
to know and to marvel, they shamed 
the priests of Israel by their per- 
sistent interest in this great thing 
which had come to pass. ¢. Love. 
They brought themselves in worship 
and they brought rich gifts from 
their treasures. You can give with- 
out loving, but you cannot love with- 
out giving. d. Action. They came. 
They persisted until they found the 
Christ. Then they Hstened to God 
and protected His Son by not re- 
turning to Herod. 

Il. Christ In God’s World. 

Men had brought sin and ruin into 
the world. They had rejected His 
Son, but God still ruled and we see 
Him protecting, preparing, and ful- 
filling prophecy through His Son. 

1. Protecting. Men may hate and 
seek to destroy God's Son. Satan 
may inspire them with ingenuity and 
cunning, but see how the Eternal 
One speaks to Joseph in dreams, 
how He prepares a place of refuge 
in Egypt and ultimately in Naza- 
reth, where the boy Jesus may in- 
crease in wisdom and stature and 
favor with God and man. 

2. Preparing. God knows of the 
days of public ministry which are 
ahead and above all, of that day 
when on Golgotha's hill Christ was, 
in His own body, to prepare salva- 
tion for you and for me, God is not 
taken by surprise. He moves for- 
ward to the completion of His plan 
with the stately tread of eternity, 

3. Fulfilling. God also sees to it 
that prophecy is fulfilled. We read 
in verses 15 and 23, “that it might 
be fulfilled’ and in verse 17, ‘then 
was fulfilled.” God's Word is always 
sure, for He makes it so. His in- 
finite and eternal faithfulness guar- 
antees the fulfillment of every proph- 
ecy, yes, and of every promise of 
His Holy Word.

LIKELY WITH WARK 
AUBURN, Ala,--Tf war brings 
a recurrence this fall of the world- 
wide influenza epidemie which 
wrought such hayoe during the 
World War No, 1, it may come 
from virus of the disease still be- 
lieved to be harbored in American 
and Wuropean hog lots, 
“Late research Indicates that 
present-day swine influenza is a 
surviving variety of the same virus 
which caused the world-wide flu 
epidemic of 1018,"" says a report 
issued this week from the office 
of Dr, I. S, McAdory, State vet: 
erinarian, 
“The virus is believed to be har- 
bored by earthworms, and these 
earthworms in hog lots are prob- 
Ably a common source of trans. 
mitting the disease to swine, Amer- 
ican farmers every year since the 
war have suffered millions of dol- 
lars in hog losses from swine in- 
fluenza. The disease is extreme- 
ly contagious, and so weakens the 
enimals that they are an easy 
prey to cholera, enteritis, erysipe- 
las, and numerous other fatal 
maladies, 
“Hog flu acts so swiftly that 
prompt veterinary action is neces- 
sary. Most common symptoms 
are a high fever, lack of appetite, 
coughing, and unwillingness of the 
animals to move out of their 
quarters,

COW PEN

M. BRUNSON 
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PEANUT HAY—One of the 
most important crops in South 
Alabama is our peanut hay crop. 
I some times feel that it is more 
important to us than is the pea- 
nut crop. We cannot sell our pea- 
nut hay for much money but we 
do not need to sell any hay at 
any time for any purpose. We 
never have too much hay at our 
place. There was a time when we 
thought that our hay was only 
good for the mules. We later 
learned that it was also good for 
the cows. We now find that it is 
good for the pigs and chickens 
as well as the turkeys and the 
rabbits. Sallie feeds everything on 
the place on peanut hay. This 
hay helps us to grow our milk, 
butter, eggs, fried chicken, do- 
mestic rabbits, turneys, ham, ba- 
con, ‘sausage, souse, hog mead 
cheese, backbone, spareribs, pork 
chops, Thanksgiving turkey, steak, 
roast, tripe, liver, stew beef and 
many other good things. Sallie 
believes that our peanut hay is 
the greatest discovery. She says 
that we can almost make a crop 
on peanut hay. Of course she 
must have a little grain to go with 
it but we have that, too, so there 
is nothing to buy or pay except 
the grinding of the hay and a 
little black strap molasses to 
sweeten it up. Sallie claims that 
she can take a ton of ground hay 
and ten gallons of black strap and 
feed her best milk cow a month. 
‘The hay is worth about eight dol- 
lars and the black strap is worth 
about one dollar. This makes & 
total of nine dollars which she 
says is sufficient to feed a good 
cow a month and she claims that 
she can get four gallons of milk 
each day from this feed. This 
amount of milk each day for 30 
cays would be 120 galolns and if 
she can sell it for 30c per gallon 


it would bring her $36 per month 
or a profit of $25. The only money 
cost would be the one dollar for 
black strap and the cost of grind- 
ing the hay. This would not be 
more than $4 and the fertilizer 
would be worth almost that much 
if you saved it all. Looks like we 
might have fat cows with no ex~- 
pense st all if we will only save 
the fertilizer. There is food for 
thought in these suggestions and 
I hope you will get your brain 
busy as I believe there are great 


things to come from the proper 
use of our peanut hay crop. 
. * * * * * 

PLEASE MAKE A TEST—S ome 
months ago I told you about a 
man who was feeding his pigs and 
chickens on finely ground peanut 
hay and corn meal. A little black 
strap and cottonseed meal might 
kelp. The idea is worth studying 
and I’m hoping that you will run 
a number of tests this winter, 

* * * * * 


PEANUT HAY BARN — Many 
farmers do not have sufficient 
storage for their crop of peanut 
hay. They are forced to sell the 
hay when the nuts are picked off. 
At that time the price is low and 
we must tale what we can get 
from the buyers. You can build 
a hay barn for a very small sum 
if you will use some judgment 
about doing the work. The aver- 
age bale of hay occupies ten cubic 
feet of space, A barn ten feet 
scuare will care for one hundred 
bales of hay, while one 16 feet 
square will carry about 250 bales. 
If you put your hay up with a 
power press 30 bales will be a 
ton which means that your 16 foot 
barn will care for about eight tons 
of hay. This barn will carry all 
the hay needed for an ordinary 
farm. But if you need more room 
& 20 foot barn will house about 
800 bales. The secret of a hay 
barn is to have it as high as pos- 
sible. Only four large posts are 
needed and they should be put 
into the ground deep enough to 
make the building safe. The walls 
may be covered with anything that 


will turn the wind and water, Your 
top should be of metal as you 
should not have any leaks, You 
will not need a floor if you will 
ditch around the building and drag 
in some logs to keep your hay 
off the ground. It would be pos- 
sible for you to cover the top and 
the walls with cane fodder if you 
cannot do any better, Old used 
hog wire and cane fodder will 
make a good roof if you will give 
it enough slope. Only the tops 
should be used and each top should 
be securely fastened to the wire. 
Scrap wire should also be used to 
hold the cane tops in place in case 
of a hard wind. The walls can be 
made the same way except that 
they do not need to be as thick 
as the top. It is entirely possible

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for you to build a hay barn with- 
out spending more than fifty cents 
for some nails, If you can do so 
I suggest that you build a better 
barn but the point I’m trying to 
make is that you do not have to 
depend on cash money if you real- 
ly want a hay barn, About the 
most disappointing thing I ever 
saw was a farmer selling his pea- 
rut hay. We should not sell the 
first bale. We need the hay and 
our land needs the fertilizer which 
we can save when we feed pea- 
nut hay. I’m hoping that you will 
join me in resolving to never sell 
another bale of peanut hay unless 
an emergency forces us to do it. 
* ~ * * * 

THE EUROPEAN WAR AND 
FARMING — Our government is 
now trying to decide as to wheth- 
er or not it is advisable for us to 
repeal our neutrality act and from 
all indications it will take us a 
month to decide the question. 
Some of our great thinkers seem 
to have a doubt as to the best 
course for us to follow. The wide 
awake farmer is watching the 
papers daily for news on this sub- 
ject. No one knows what the out- 
come will be. There is one thing 
that we all know and that is ey- 
erything is going up daily. Since 
we know this one fact we should 
know another fact and that is we 
must live at home if we are to 
stay out of debt or out of further 


debt, Now is the time for every 
farmer in the land to make his 
plans for some good common 
sense home work. We _ should 


piant an abundance of everything 
We can grow for the winter 
months. We should make our 
plans for our cows, hogs, chick- 
ens and other livestock. We should 
plan wisely*and we should carry 
out those plans to the best of our 
ability. We must learn the art 
of selling more and buying less 
if we are to get by another year 
without increasing or making a 
debt, Everything we buy is up, 
yet we have almost made a failure 
this year in our crops and none 
of us have any cash money with 
which to buy our supplies next 
year. Now is the time for us to 
set our pegs or some of us will 
not have any pegs to set. Please 
permit me to suggest that you 
begin now pushing your chickens, 
pigs and cows. Try to arrange to 
sell something every time you 
need to buy something. If we will 
start now and act wisely we can 
get by, otherwise I am very doubt- 
ful that many of us can make a 
crop next year unless we fall back 
on our government,

GOVERNOR PROCLAIMS 
FOREST FIRE WEEK 
MONTGOMERY, Ala, — Calling 
upon Alabama citizens to unite in 
an effort to prevent a recurrence 
of disastrous forest fires that last 
year destroyed over two million 
acres of Alabama woodlands and 
cost property owners $2,016,489, 
Goy. Frank M. Dixon this week 
issued a proclamation settling aside 
the week of October 23-28 as For- 
est Fire Prevention Week. 
Landowners, lumber industries, 
garden clubs and other conserya- 
tion organizations are expected to 
observe the occasion by education- 
al programs, speeches, demonstra- 
tions and instruction. 


The Governor's proclamation 
pointed out that approximately 
two-thirds of the total area of 


Alabama is woodlands, and that 
the proper development and con- 
servative use of this vast area is 
directly coordinated with the 
prosperity of the State. Of the 
36,060 forest fires in 1938, prac- 
tically all were man caused, 

A study of the problems attend- 
ing forest protection is in order, 
the Governor said in his procla- 
mation, to direct attention for re- 
sponsibility of this great annual 
forest loss, The last paragraph 
of the proclamation stated: 

“T, Frank M. Dixon, Governor 
of the State of Alabama, do here- 
by designate and set apart the 
week beginning October 23 and 
ending October 28, 1939, as Tor- 
est Fire Prevention Week and rec- 
ommend to all the people of the 
State that either individually or 
in groups they observe the week 
by apppropriate exercises or spe- 
cial programs for the purpose of 
emphasizing the importance of 
forest fire prevention and protec- 
tion to the economy of the State.” 

Upon application the Alabama 
Department of Conservation will 
furnish free mimeographed leaf- 
lets about Alabama forests, fire 
prevention and a copy of Govern- 
or Dixon’s proclamation.

It 
happened, however, that that day, 
the ex-governor was out on the 
Pacific coast attending the Al Smith 
day at the Golden Gate exposition, 
So Mrs. Julia Chandler, who is in 
charge of the observatories, act- 
ed as hostess and in the course of 
time, the party saw all of the tower, 
even making a stop on the 103rd 
floor terrace which is closed to or- 


dinary visitors.

At the conclusion of the tour, Mrs, 
Chandler stopped at the souvenir 
department to make gifts of alliga- 
tor-skin compacts to the princess 
and the wife of the consul general. 
Right after the presentation, a pret- 
ty young girl came up and whis- 
pered to Mrs. Chandler. The girl 
is Miss Alice Carlson, who was born 
in Stockholm, Sweden, and {s host- 
ess of one of the tea rooms, As is 
well known, Sweden is the home of 
the wife of the crown prince, and it 
was Miss Carlson's timidly put wish 
to be allowed to speak to the prin- 
cess. Naturally, the permission 
was granted at once.* Then followed 
the unusual scene of a working 
girl from her own country welcom- 
ing Princess Ingrid to this working 
girl’s adopted country. 


The princess was charming, Mrs. 
Chandler reported, and talked with 
Miss Carlson longer than she did 
with any member of the party ex- 
cept her hostess. She asked Miss 
Carlson if she were an American 
citizen and Miss Carlson, who has 
been here nine years, replied that 
she wasn’t yet but hoped to be. Miss 
Carlson also told the princess all 
about the observatories and how she 
never tires of the views, enjoying 
them even on cloudy days. To, that 
the princess replied that she never 
had had a more thrilling experience 
and that she would not have known 
what New York was really like had 
she not seen it from the tower. And 
when they parted, a princess shook 
hands with a working girl. 


Needless to state, the whole ex- 
perience was quite a thrill for Miss 
Carlson. How much of a thrill the 
actual meeting really was may be 
gauged from the fact that on the 
night Lauritz Melchoir, of the Met- 
ropolitan, gave an after-opera sup- 
per for the prince and princess, 
Miss Carlson went to the Gripsholm 
restaurant just so that she might 
catch one glimpse of Frederik and 
Ingrid.
